Orchard Cultivation. 

Although still in the experimental stage it is now quite 
generally recognized that this valley is déstined to be a 
wonderful fruit growing country ina short time. For this 
reason The Outcrop will endeavor to do all it can to be of 
services to the pioneers of this important industry and to 
be useful in encouraging them and supplying them with 
all the latest and most useful information that orchardists 
need. Herewith we cull some extracts on orchard cultiva- 
tion from a writer in the Victoria Times that should read 
with interest: 

It would seem unnecessary to enter intoa discussion of 
why and wherefores of clean cultivation for the orchard in 
view of the fact that all successful fruit growers in British 
Coluicbia practice it. Until this method of cultivation 
came into practice success with tree fruits was unknown 
here. Knowing that a deep-rooted prejudice exists in the 
minds of many farmers against anything that might upset 
their pet traditions in cultivation, who plough deep this 
year and deeper nextin order to keepin touch with virgin 
soil, to which they attach a mythical importance, I will 
here warn any such person not to peruse these remarks 
further. 

The chief objects of cultivation are: 1st, to bring the 
air into direct contact with the chemical constituents in the 
soil, thereby producing nitrification; 2nd, to form a soil 
mulch on the surface to prevent the evaporation of soil 
moisture. 

Svil is capable of holding enormous quantities of water. 
It is a mass of minute particles, and every grain of it is 
coated with a film of water which becomes available for the 
use of the plant when the root comes into contact with it. 
Capilliary or fine tubes are formed of these particles, the 
size of which is regulated by the texture of the soil whether 
tine or coarse. 

The influence of surface heat draws up the moisture 
through the pyres, and itis only a question of days when 
they will be pumped dry if something is not done to stop 
the leak. . 

Stirring the soil to form a surface mulch, thereby cut- 
ting the tubes at a depth 3 or 4 inches, is the remedy, and 
the necessity of commencing to cultivate and form this 
mulch, early in spring is obvious. The pores or tubes will 
soon settle or pack and re-establish themselves if stirring 
the soil is not kept up at regular intervals of from a week 
to ten days. If the mulch so formed is kept regularly 
stirred the moisture will be drawn up to where the break 
takes place, together with the chemical ingredient necessary 
for plant food, and is there retained where the roots can use 
it in feeding the plant. Nitrification takes place by the 
contact ofthe air with the nitrogen in the soil. This chem- 
ical change is brought about by certain germs of bacteria in 
the soil, whose low vitality requires darkness and air in 
order to live, }If the land is cold and wet, germ destroyers 
will be bred, and this chemical action is destroyed. Deep 
ploughing places the plant food beyond the action of these 
germs, and produces @ negative result. The soil mulch 
should be 4 or 4 inches deep. A roller on sand should be 
avoided, unless followed within a short time by a harrow. 
Otherwise the capillary tubes will be connected and the soil 
moisture pumpe.] to the surface to disappear in vapor. 

It ia possible to cultivate too much, but very improb- 
able. If practiced in the extreme the soil texture would 
become very powdery, and is apt to puddle with the recur- 
ring supply of moisture. The writer has never seen a case
